U.S. Army "Psyops" Specialists worked for CNN

For a short time last year, [1999,] CNN employed military specialists in "psychological 
operations" (PSYOPS). This was confirmed to "Trouw" by a spokesman of the U.S. 
Army. The military could have influenced CNN's news reports about the crisis in 
Kosovo: "PSYOPS personnel, soldiers and officers, have been working in CNN's 
headquarters in Atlanta through our program "Training With Industry," said Major 
Thomas Collins of the U.S. Army Information Service in a telephone interview last 
Friday. "They worked as regular employees of CNN. Conceivably, they would have 
worked on stories during the Kosovo war. They helped in the production of news." 

These military, a "handful" according to Collins, stayed with CNN for at least a couple 
of weeks "to get to know the company and to broaden their horizons." Collins 
maintains that "they didn't work under the control of the army." 

The temporary outplacement of U.S. Army PSYOPS personnel in various sectors of 
society began a couple of years ago. Contract periods vary from a couple of weeks to 
one year. CNN is the biggest and most widely viewed news station in the world. The 
intimate liaisons with army PSYOPS specialists raise serious doubts about CNN's 
journalistic integrity and independence. 

The military CNN-personnel belonged to the airmobile Fourth Psychological 
Operations Group, stationed at Fort Bragg, North Carolina. One of the main tasks of 
this group of almost 1,200 soldiers and officers is to spread "selected information." 
American PSYOPS troops try with a variety of techniques to in influence media and 



public opinion in armed conflicts in which American state interests are said to be at 
stake. The propaganda group was involved in the Gulf war, the Bosnian war and the 
crisis in Kosovo. 

So far CNN has not commented on the allegations. "I don't believe that we would 
employ military personnel; it doesn't seem like something we would normally do," 
said CNN-spokeswoman Megan Mahoney on Friday evening. But when the U.S. Army 
Information Service confirmed the news, Mahoney said she would have to contact 
CNN's senior officials. However, on Sunday evening CNN still could not provide an 
official statement to "Trouw." 

CNN's coverage of the war in Kosovo, and that of other media, has attracted criticism 
from several sides as having been one-sided, overly emotional, over-simplified and 
relying too heavily on NATO officials. On the other hand, journalists have complained 
about the lack of reliable information from NATO; for almost all of them it was 
impossible to be on the battlefield and file first-hand reports.

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When Seeing and Hearing Isn T t Believing

"Gentlemen! We have called you together 

to inform you that we are going to 

overthrow the United States government." 

So begins a statement being delivered by Gen. Carl W. Steiner, 

former Commander-in-chief, U.S. Special Operations Command. 

At least the voice sounds amazingly like him. 

But it is not Steiner. It is the result of voice "morphing" technology 
developed at the Los Alamos National Laboratory in New Mexico. 

By taking just a 10-minute digital recording of Steiner's voice, 
scientist George Papcun is able, in near real time, to clone speech 
patterns and develop an accurate facsimile. Steiner was so 
impressed, he asked for a copy of the tape. 

Steiner was hardly the first or last victim to be spoofed by Papcun's 
team members. To refine their method, they took various high 
quality recordings of generals and experimented with creating fake 
statements. One of the most memorable is Colin Powell stating "I 
am being treated well by my captors." 

"They chose to have him say something he would never otherwise 
have said," chuckled one of Papcun's colleagues. 

A Box of Chocolates is Like War 



Most Americans were introduced to the tricks of the digital age in 
the movie Forrest Gump, when the character played by Tom Hanks 
appeared to shake hands with President Kennedy. 

For Hollywood, it is special effects. For covert operators in the U.S. 
military and intelligence agencies, it is a weapon of the future. 

"Once you can take any kind of information and reduce it into ones 
and zeros, you can do some pretty interesting things," says Daniel T. 
Kuehl, chairman of the Information Operations department of the 
National Defense University in Washington, the military's school for 
information warfare.

To some, PSYOPS is a backwater military discipline of leaflet 
dropping and radio propaganda. To a growing group of information 
war technologists, it is the nexus of fantasy and reality. Being able 
to manufacture convincing audio or video, they say, might be the 
difference in a successful military operation or coup. 

Allah on the Holodeck 

Pentagon planners started to discuss digital morphing after Iraq's 
invasion of Kuwait in 1990. Covert operators kicked around the idea 
of creating a computer- faked videotape of Saddam Hussein crying 
or showing other such manly weaknesses, or in some sexually 
compromising situation. The nascent plan was for the tapes to be 
flooded into Iraq and the Arab world. 

The tape war never proceeded, killed, participants say, by 
bureaucratic fights over jurisdiction, skepticism over the technology, 
and concerns raised by Arab coalition partners. 

But the "strategic" PSYOPS scheming 

didn't die. What if the U.S. projected a What if the U.S.

According to a military physicist given the task of looking into the 
hologram idea, the feasibility had been established of projecting 
large, three-dimensional objects that appeared to float in the air. 

But doing so over the skies of Iraq? To project such a hologram 
over Baghdad on the order of several hundred feet, they calculated, 
would take a mirror more than a mile square in space, as well as 
huge projectors and power sources. 

And besides, investigators came back, what does Allah look like? 

The Gulf War hologram story might be dismissed were it not the 
case that washingtonpost.com has learned that a super secret 
program was established in 1994 to pursue the very technology for 
PSYOPS application. The "Holographic Projector" is described in a 
classified Air Force document as a system to "project information 
power from space ... for special operations deception missions." 

War is Like a Box of Chocolates 



Voice- in orphing? Fake video? Holographic projection? They sound 
more like Mission Impossible and Star Trek gimmicks than 
weapons. Yet for each, there are corresponding and growing 
research efforts as the technologies improve and offensive 
information warfare expands. 

Whereas early voice morphing required cutting and pasting speech 
to put letters or words together to make a composite, Papcun's 
software developed at Los Alamos can far more accurately replicate 
the way one actually speaks. Eliminated are the robotic intonations. 

The irony is that after Papcun finished his speech cloning research, 
there were no takers in the military. Luckily for him, Hollywood is 
interested: The promise of creating a virtual Clark Gable is mightier 
than the sword. 

Video and photo manipulation has already raised profound 
questions of authenticity for the journalistic world. With audio 
joining the mix, it is not only journalists but also privacy advocates 
and the conspiracy-minded who will no doubt ponder the worrisome 
mischief that lurks in the not too distant future. 

"We already know that seeing isn't necessarily believing," says Dan 
Kuehl, "now 1 guess hearing isn't either."

He was an internationally known expert on blood clotting 
especially in women who had repeated miscarriages and 
was a member of a team that identified eight new anti- 







clotting agents in the saliva of leeches.

Tests done in the 1990's 
suggest that they were not adequately fireproofed. The engineer who supervised 
construction of the towers insists the fireproofing met the highest standards and 
was not a factor in the collapse of the towers 

December 17 

The "New York Times" reports that WTC7 had several hidden caches of diesel fuel 
to power generators for the command bunker. It was stored in and under the 
building and may have caught fire, weakening the structure in the same way that 
thousands of gallons of jet fuel weakened the steel in the Twin Towers. According 
to "The Times," there was a 6,000 gallon tank on the second floor, and four tanks 
holding up to 36,000 gallons of fuel in the basement. 

According to these engineers, skyscrapers are not safe buildings against fire; 
employees who work in skyscrapers around the world should be informed of the 
dangers they are at risk of. 

December 18 

To honour those killed on 9/11, ex-President Bush created a new holiday. 
September 11th will now be known as Patriot Day 

December 18 

A group of relatives of those killed on 9/11 have chosen to blame the building, 
instead of the terrorists, for the deaths. They are demanding that the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency launch an investigation into the event, and the 
design and construction of the Twin Towers. In their opinion, the towers should 
have been designed to withstand the impact of a pair of jumbo jets and the 
intense heat created by the burning of thousands of gallons of aviation fuel. Some 
engineers believe the towers' fireproofing was inadequate; others say it met strict 
safety standards and no fireproofing could withstand a blaze that hot raging for as 



long as it did. Some relatives believe the plane is to blame and should have 
withstood a 500-mile-an-hour impact. 

December 19 

After more than three months, the rubble at "Ground Zero" stopped smoking. New 
York Governor George Pataki announced that the fires are finally out. A fire truck 
remained on the scene as hot spots continue to flare up when debris is moved. 

December 20 

The number of people killed and missing after 9/11 is lowered. The tally is now 
2,789. Early estimates were as high as 6,700 but that number has been falling 
because many names were duplicated or the people in question turned up 
elsewhere. 

December 20 

A New Hampshire woman has become the first to sue an airline for the 9/11 
destruction. "USA Today" reports Ellen Mariani is taking United Airlines to court. 
She claims it was the airline's negligence that led to the death of her husband 
when the jet he was on was taken over by alleged hijackers and slammed into the 
World Trade Centre. 

It is not known what exactly happened to this case, except that it was suppressed 
from the public. 

December 21 

CBS News reports the U.S. government has come up with a mathematical formula 
for compensating the families of the victims of 9/11. Essentially, the government 
uses the victim's annual salary, adds an amount for pain and suffering, then 
subtracts aid already received in the form of life insurance government assistance 
or pensions. The final amount is tax-free, and recipients are allowed to keep any 
private charitable assistance they receive. The lowest amount anyone would 
receive is $300,000.00. The most: $3,800,000.00. The average award is expected 



to be $1,600,000.00. In order to collect, the recipients must agree not to sue 
anyone 

December 25 

The United Nations estimates that the attacks on America and their economic 
ramifications put 24,000,000 people around the world out of work, and pushed 
another 15,000,000 deeper into poverty. How they estimated this, they never 
revealed. 

December 30 

A platform was erected overlooking the recovery site. Tourists are be allowed onto 
the platform for viewing sessions 400 at a time 

2002 

January 10 

Recovery crews reach a milestone: 1,000,000 tons of debris have been removed 

January 10 

Crews at the towers' site have uncovered a PATH commuter train in the rubble. It 
was one of several buried when the twin towers exploded. Officials note how no 
one was on board at the time because the train was out of service. When jets hit 
the towers, the subway and PATH stations were evacuated and all of the trains sent 
back to New Jersey 

January 14 

City Hall Park reopens to the public 

January 14 

Crain's New York Business reports the owner (Larry Silverstein) of WTC7 has 
decided to rebuild the 47-story building 



January 15 

Controversy arises over a tower memorial statue. "Fox News Channel" reports it 
would depict the famous scene shot by a New Jersey newspaper photographer 
when three New York City fire-fighters standing on a smouldering pile of debris 
raised an American flag. The proposed statue would depict a white man, a black 
man, and a Hispanic man. In reality, it was three white fire-fighters who carried 
out the act. Critics say it's an attempt to rewrite history, a slap in the face of 
those men, and an example of political correctness gone too far. 

January 17 

Minnesota Public Radio reports that much of the debris from the collapse of the 
towers will be recycled. A company is picking through the rubble at the Fresh Kills 
landfill on Staten Island. Some of the steel is so dense and strong that one linear 
foot weighs over 1,000 pounds. It will be melted down and used for things like 
automobiles and other buildings. 

However, it was later discovered that Chinese and Indian companies paid for the 
debris that was shipped out to both countries. 
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Chinese company "Shanghai Baosteel Group Corp" that bought the WTC debris 

Shanghai Baosteel Group Corp, the nation's largest steel firm, purchased 50,000 tons 
of the scrap steel from "Ground Zero," at no more than $120 each ton, according to 
"Beijing Youth Daily" in an article published January 23, 2002. Most of the scrap will 
be recycled into ingots, but part of the relics will be molded into WTC souvenirs, the 
paper said. 

"All in all, China's purchase from the WTC ruins counts for little to its steel industry, 
given the nation's big consumption of scrap each year," said Qu Li, an analyst with 
China Securities. "But the price of $120 per ton is, if not great, quite reasonable," 
she added. 



Another shipment of 10,000 tons of scrap from "Ground Zero," arrived in India earlier 
in January 2002, as reported by "Shanghai Morning Post." The metal will be melted 
down and recycled into kitchenware and other household items, the paper said. 



India bought its lot at $120 per ton from the New Jersey scrap processor "Metal 
Management," which purchased 40,000 tons of the debris at an auction held by the 
New York City government. Dealers estimated that the WTC disaster created more 
than 300,000 tons of scrap metal. 

New York Mayor Mike Bloomberg insisted the following: "If you want to take a look at 
the construction methods and the design that's in this day and age what computers 
do, just looking at a piece of metal generally doesn't tell you anything." But this 
turns out not to be true; FBI officials noted the debris was "crime evidence." 
Furthermore, the "New York Post" on September 28, 2001, reveals the Mafia took the 
WTC debris. 
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January 29 

The "New York Post" reports that a dozen Port Authority employees have been 
charged with stealing almost $20,000.00 from relief funds set up for the survivors 
of 9/11. The Port Authority workers told aid workers that their homes were 
damaged and that they were unable to work since the attacks, when in reality they 
were gainfully employed. 

February 10 

Five months after the towers' exploded, the bodies of five Port Authority police 
officers have been found. They were helping an obese woman escape when the 
building exploded, killing them all. 

February 1 1 

A study of air samples taken in lower Manhattan in the weeks after the destruction 
shows record pollution. Much of the harmful particles are sulphur and silicon which 
became airborne when tons of jet fuel and glass burned. According to the 
University of California, the levels were even higher than those experienced by 
Gulf War troops who later complained of mysterious ailments. 

March 7 

CNN reports that there are concerns about the speed of the World Trade Centre 
clean-up. It is currently ahead of schedule, and some say it's happening too fast. 
They fear that evidence is being destroyed as the buildings' remains are melted 
down for scrap. 

As noted earlier, the "scrap" was bought and sent to China, India, and according to 
the "New York Post," to the Mafia. 

March 1 1 

08:46 a.m. Exactly six months after 9/11 a memorial service is held. At dusk, two 
powerful beams of light are illuminated from 88 bulbs to create a pair of shafts 
rising into the sky as a memorial to those who died. 



April 30 

Plans are being drawn up for rebuilding the area now known as "Ground Zero." Six 
different plans incorporating a memorial, office, retail, and mobility are due by 
July. A final plan will be put together by December 2002. 

May 1 

A report from the Federal Emergency Management Agency concludes that the 
strength of the Twin Towers helped save thousands of lives. The report says it may 
never be possible to build a fireproof building, but applauds the towers and their 
creators for the fact that they managed to stay standing as long as they did even 
after being hit by passenger jets. 

May 13 

American Express employees return to the World Financial Centre 

May 21 

The "New Mexico Business Journal" reports that two steel beams from the World 
Trade Centre have been donated to Sacred Heart Catholic Church in Albuquerque. 
They will be used to construct a $100,000 bell tower as a memorial to the victims 
of 9/11. 

May 30 

10:29 a.m. In a solemn ceremony, clean-up ends at the former site of the World 
Trade Centre. Workers used rakes to comb the dirt for any last pieces of the 
victims, but 850 people are still missing and will probably never be found. In all, 
20,000 body parts were recovered. 1,800,000 tons of rubble was removed. The last 
steel beam was cut down and draped with an America flag as it left the site, 
symbolizing those who had been lost, but not found. The beam and a procession of 
New York police and firemen moved through the streets of lower Manhattan while 
crowds of people watched in person, and millions watched on televisions around 
the world.
